Applicant 
argues on page 9 of the Request (at middle) that the Offic e Action fails to note that the spilling of text from one column to an adjacent 
column as claimed occurs when scrolling the text. The examiner respectively notes that as presently claimed (at the time of the Final 
Action), spilling of text can be interpreted as static.
